as much for Empire fruit as the original Jmrchater in 
Britain. Sir Alfred Mackinder points out that the 
spread between the wholesale and retail price, of 
British Columbia fruit in the Old Country ia as much 
as 124 per cent. He therefore has reached the con¬ 
clusion that there is ample scope for private enterprise 
to make economies in distribution and realize the 
enormous possibilities which await an energetic ex¬ 
ploitation of the market. The figures show that 
there has been an increase in fruit imports from the 
Dominion from eleven per cent, of Britain’s require¬ 
ments in 1904 to twenty-one per cent, in 1924. But 
even now, out of a total expenditure for fruit since 
1924 of $240,000,000, not less than $192.- 
000.000 worth was bought outside the British Empire. 

It is declared by those who have investigated the 
question that if Canadian fruit men adopt careful 
standardization and scientific packing, they should be 
able to sell extra fine quality of produce at almost 
any price they desire, and then sell the run of ordin¬ 
ary good quality fruits at highly profitable prices. In 
any event the committee's investigations are showing 
our fruit men the way to bigger business in Britain.

WHERE CANADIANS LEAD THE WORLD 

From The Toronto Sttr 

Canada'* lead over the rest of the world In the 
uee of hydro-electric energy is hardly realised by our 
own people. It la partly Indicated by our consump¬ 
tion of electricity per capita per year which la-72t 
kilowatt hours a* compared with 472 kilowatt hours 
per capita In ths United Rtates. 

The cheapness of electric power In this country 
has much to do with Its popularity. It costs the 
public only 72 cents per kilowatt hour in Ontario. 
The lowest price in ths United States is in the Pacific 
states where it Is 1.44 cents per kilowatt hour. In 
the New England states, notwithstanding ths nearnes 
to Niagara Falls and ths magnitude of the market, 
the price reaches 2.46 per kilowatt hour. It Is said 
that sixty per cent, of the Canadian people live in 
districts where the cost of electricity Is not more 
than ons cent per kilowatt hour. 

Quebec is credited with an average rate for power 
that is .04 cents per kilowatt hour below the average 
rate in Ontario. This does not reflect upon public 
ownership but Is due to the greater distance* that 
power has to be carried In this province and to the 
Hydro policy of supplying power to small places and 
small consumer* with which private ownership would 
not be bothered. Moreover, the large consumers in 
Quebec, some of whom take power on a twenty-four- 
hour b 4 uils. get special consideration. The rates paid 
by the average householder and average business man 
are higher In Quebec than in Ontario. 

The cost of obtaining power from steam-electric 
plants is being brought by Improved methods to a low 
flgurs, so much so that, if coal ware being mined In 
Canada within easy distance of Toronto, th# Hydro 
organisation would probably be acting wisely in test¬ 
ing the possibilities of steam-electric plants before 
contracting to bring privately developed hydro power 
from a distance of 260 miles. 

Hydro-electric power has been a bleating to the 
Dominion. It has given Canadians an appetite for 
electricity that will not be aatiafled until the great 
streams forming ths borders of Ontario ha^vs been

Use the 
suppository at a regular hour every 
day. and In a week's time ft Is more 
than possible that the baby will only 
need to be put on the stool In order 
to have \an evacuation without resort 
to the suppository. This Is better 
I than gtvlng laxative medicines, 
though orange juice may be gtven. 
aa the baby does not seem to need 
a laxative so much as he needs regu¬ 
lating.

It is not uncommon for milk to 
remain in the mother's breasts for 
eomp months after weaning the baby. 
If ydu do nothing about It and do not 
In any stimulate a further supply 
by trying to express It, It should give 
you no trouble. Coffee le never a 
milk maker, though any liquid, even 
water, has a slight tendency to In¬ 
crease the supply. It la possible that 
all you need to do at this period 
Is to forget It.

In asking the co-eperatlon of the 
National Council In taking drastic 
step# to put an end to Instalment pay¬ 
ment plans, the Y.W C.A. announced 
that they would launch a Dominion- 
wide campaign for thrift among 
salaried women In the early Autumn. 
It was derided to refer the letter to 
Provincial and Local Councils of the 
National Council to act through their 
affiliated societies. 

STERILIZATION URGED

Their thinness viewed from the 
front or rear, and their plumpness 
viewed In profile, have found a re¬ 
sponse In the southern states where 
they are known as Klvvers. evidently 
an Afrlcanisatlon of cover. 

Brim (for bream) and many com¬ 
binations of adjectives referring to 
ths shape or color of the various 
kinds, snd used In combination with 
sunflsh (said to refer to the bright¬ 
ness of Its tints) greet us In different 
parts of our country where ths sun- 
fish furnishes spirit to ths less am¬ 
bitious angler. 

Sunflshea ore usually abundant. 
Long experience has taught them 
that unprotected eggs of fishes are 
looked upon as legitimate prey by a 
host of enemies. 

So the male whan he feels ths call 
of love tn Spring first l«x,ks to the 
providing of a home. Selecting some 
favorable spot at a moderate depth, 
he clsara away all loose vegetation 
and debris from a circle two or three 
feet In diameter until a clear sandy 
bottom la assured. 

This. In a muddy strain. Is a Job 
of no mean proportion. Then he 
looks out for some likely looking 
lady sunflsh. and In some way per¬ 
suades her that this Is the Ideal spot 
to set up housekeeping. 

Then forward he guards the eggs 
and ths young eunflshes from all In¬ 
truders. fiercely attacking fish or 
turtle or larval Insect, anything 
which may be seeking to devour. All 
honor, to the sunflsh daddy who thus 
so nobly guards his horns.

In considering the language of 
I«ord Haldane above quoted—the tax

nature of the tax Is one of substance 
and does not turn only on the lan¬ 
guage uaed by the local Legislature 
which Imposes It. but on the pro¬ 
visions of the Imperial Statute of 
1347.”

’’The question whether It Is a di¬ 
rect or an Indirect tax cannot de¬ 
pend upon those special events which 
may vary In particular cases; but 
the best general rule ts to look to 
the time of payment; and If at the 
time the ultimate Incidence ta uncer¬ 
tain. then, as It appears to their 
Lordships. It cannot. In this view. b« 
called direct taxation within the 
meaning of the second sub-section 
of the ninety-second clause of the 
Act In question " 

In the present rase the respective 
respondents are the purchasers with - 
in the purview of the “Fuel Oil Tax 
Act,” and are consumers of the oil— 
not trading in the oil. and looking 
at the time of the required payment 
of the tax. there was no uncertainty 
as to the ultimate Incidence of the 
tax. It cannot be contended for one 
moment In the present case, that the 
tax here is lp Its nature one de¬ 
manded from these corporations In 
the expectation and Intention that 
they should Indemnify themselves 
at the exi*ense of others. The situa¬ 
tion of the respective respondents Is 
cl**arly this—they, are purchasers of 
the oil for their own consumption 
and the tax Is demanded from the 
very persons—corporations here— 
whom the Legislature Intended or 
desired should pay ft (Cotton v. 
Resem. surpra, at p. 114, 2nd dot). 


It is necessary to refer to ths evi¬ 
dence to ascertain who Is the first 
purchaser In British Columbia. Fuel 
oil ta Imported Into the Province bv 
the Union Oil Company of California 
and after It passes through the hands 
of the Union Oil Company of Canada, 
the hitter sell to the two defendants. 
Is there first a sale by the Union Oil 
Company of California (hereinafter 
called the California Company) to the 
Union Oil Company of Canada (here¬ 
inafter called the Canadian Com¬ 
pany)? or do they stand to each 
other In the relationship of principal 
nnd agent In the transaction? A 
further point ta that; Assuming that 
it Is not a matter of agency but one 
of purchase between the California 
Company and ths Canadian Company, 
was It completed before or after 1 
importation? If before importation 
the first sale In the Province would be 
from the Canadian Company to the 
defendants within the meaning of 
the act. 

There are two Union Oil comnantea, 
one with Its head office In California, 
the other In Canada. The defend¬ 
ant. the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, admit direct purchase from 
the Canadian Company for Its own 
use on their kxxwnottves. steamships 


ketlng It. It Is not determinative to 
say that, by reason of small profits, 
no middlemen are now generally en- 
gsiged In thla trade, and that the Act 
tends to perpetuate that condition by 
Imposing a tax still further reducing 
lliernargln of profit That!, a- lacl- 
dental condition only The tTad# ta 
susceptible to the Intervention of such 
Intermediaries In passing through the 
hands of various concerns to ******** 
of consumers who must finally bear 
the burden of the tax. 

I would dismiss the appeal.

negative. Need leas to aay the latter 
finding la often a source of great Joy 
to all concerned, especially in thla 
day of the dawn of preventive medi¬ 
cine. For preventive medicine, the 
goal of the profession, la in its In¬ 
fancy*. Ere long it will become the 
practice, particularly In larger com¬ 
munities .to have medical examln-- 
; tlon at varying Interval*—depending 
on the age and health of the indi¬ 
vidual—for the purpose of ruling out 
factora detrimental to perfect health 
or of watching the progress of any 
pre-existing disease. When the 
general health of the individual seems 
good, preventive examinations are 
suggested as follows—during the 
first twenty years of life annually, 
during the second twenty years of 
life, bi-annually, and thereafter an¬ 
nually. 

With the X-Ray art at its present 
state of efficiency, an examination of 
this method when considered in con¬ 
junction with the clinical examina¬ 
tion. rarely falls to determine or ex¬ 
clude disease. For example. * lesions 
of the lungs cin be demonstrated in¬ 
variably when present. 

X-RAY BURNS RARE 

Nowadays various lesions both on, 
the surface of and within the bod)C 
are treated successfully by appllca" 
tion of X-Rays. A number of dis¬ 
eases of the skin which show little 
or no response to other methods, heal 
under this form of treatment. 

One frequently hears reference to 
X-Ray burns. These are practically 
unknown to-day. because this work 
is now rarely undertaken by those 
who do not understand it. 

X-Ray treatment when applied to 
suitable cases Is surprisingly ef¬ 
ficient and In these epaea is equallei 
only by radium. The treatment, par¬ 
ticularly in slowly growing. Intract- 
.able lesions of the skin is a strik¬ 
ingly efficient substance, but one 
fact must be kept in mind constantly 
in these cases and that is "diagnoa** 
and treat earlv. 

EARLY DIAGNOSIS IMPORTANT 

The necessity for early diagnosis ( 
and treatment of superficial growths 
by X-Ray and radium Is Just as im¬ 
portant as early diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment of growths of stomach and 
bowel by surgery.

Two reports of interest were 
laid before the City Council in 
session last night, one from 
Messrs. Ismay, Boiston, Holden 
& Company, anil the other from 
1). A. Macdonald, city comp¬ 
troller. Both showed the city's 
finances to he in excellent shape, 
with steady advances msde over 
preceding years. 

The auditors reported a surplus 
of $32,872 In the general purpose 
sinking funds as at December 31. 
1925, compared with 326.500 for this 
purpose in the year, previous. The 
cssh balance on hand at the end of 
1925 had been $230,361, of which 
total 9130,362 came from the lands 
department, and $140,008 from the 
general account. The shortage in 
local Improvement sinking funds had 
been reduced from $679,241 to $64,722, 
largely due to the refunding, it was 
stated. Out of a considerable total 
of agreements of sain only $26,186 
had proved uncollectable and agree¬ 
ments to this sum had been written 
off. 

“The position of affairs In regard 
to the fifteen-year consolidated ar¬ 
rears is already knownu by you" wns 
the only reference made In the re-i 
port of the auditors to the situation 
recently presented to the council In 
that regard. 

In his report the City Comptroller 
drew attention to the fact that $475v- 
223 worth of debentures hud been 
met by the city last year, reducing 
the debt from $17,661,807 to $17.- 
206.6$$. Only four local improvement 
sinking fund debentures are out¬ 
standing now. 

Extension security debentures to 
the extent of $800,000 had been Is¬ 
sued during the year, the city ob¬ 
taining a record price for its securi¬ 
ties, to repay the ten-year local Im¬ 
provement debentures maturing dur¬ 
ing the year. This completes the 
city’s refunding programme, stated 
Mr. Macdonald In his report. 

In closing the city comptroller 
drew the council's attention to the 
fart that collections last year 
amounted to 86.2 pea cent, of the tax 
levy' as compared with 84.02 per cent, 
in the preceding year. Properties 
added to the tax roll again exceeded
